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laFollette's Candidacy 


The office of state attorney general has 


in modern times become an increasingly 
effective political launching pad for its 
occupants, no doubt because of the expan- 
sion of its duties and responsibilities and 
the corresponding increase in the promi- 
nence of its incumbents. 


That Attorney General La Follette now 


proposes to elevate himself from that office 
to that of governor, by seeking his 
Democratic Party's nomination, is eminent- 
ly plausible as the rules of politics are 
construed in Wisconsin. 


He has plenty of precedent, even if only 


the last few decades are considered. The 
last Democratic governor was John W. 
Reynolds, who was elected to the executive 
office after two terms as attorney general. 
Vernon W. Thomson, now a member of the 
House of Representatives, is a recent exam- 
ple of the promotion of a Republican from 
the state prosecutor's office to the governor- 
ship. His three immediate predecessors, 
John E. Martin, Grover L. Broadfoot. and 
Thomas E. Fairchild, rose to seats on the 
state supreme court primarily because of 
the acquaintance and recognition they had 
earned as attorney general. No doubt the 
Democratic powers in Washington when 
they chose Justice Fairchild for the federal 
judgeship he now holds remembered his 
party services as Democratic nominee for 
U.S. senator in 1952, which in turn derived 
substantially from the circumstance that 
he had earned prominence as attorney gen- 
eral. The late Orland S. Loomis, when 
attorney general, was elected governor. The 
late John J. Elaine of Boscobel, attorney 
general more than four decades ago, rose 
to the governorship, and then to a U.S. 
Senate seat. 


There are some differences in LaFol- 


lette's position. He is young, even in this 
period when younger men appear to have 
more appeal to an electorate that is 
younger than ever before. There is reason 
to believe that he would have deferred his 
ambition for another and perhaps more 
seasonable time, but that the pressure of 
his party and its allies was heavy in this 
year when Democratic fortunes, at least in 
a Wisconsin perspective, do not appear to 
be promising. Yet no serious observer of 
Wisconsin politics or recent elections is 
likely to dispute the hunch of the Demo- 
crats behind LaFollette that he is their best 
candidate, and particularly if Gov. Knowles 
is the Republican nominee again, which we 
regard as a reasonable surmise. 


One word bore frequent repetition in 


LaFollette's announcement, the word "pro- 
gressive." LaFollette's emphasis on that 
word was a tip-off to the strategy he will 
pmploy during the campaign. He will run 
in a sense as the heir of the LaFollette 
Progressive Party of his grandfather, 
father and uncle. 


LaFollette's approach is not surprising. 


He could be expected to attempt to divorce 
himself from the memory of the Lucey 
campaign against Knowles two years ago 
and to disassociate himself 
from 
the 


Democratic presidential campaigning in 
Wisconsin in view of the current mood of 
state voters toward President Johnson and 
the war in Vietnam. 


But we have a notion that he will need 


more than the accident of a widely known 
family name to win the highest office in 
Wisconsin from an electorate that has often 
before shown its capacity for close exami- 
nation and discrimination at the ballot box. 


Whafs the Strategy at Khe Sanh? 


President Johnson, declaring he didn't 


want a Dien Bien Phu, required the mem- 
bers of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to sign a 
statement that Khe Sanh could be held. 
Since the President's military advisors have 
been so consistently wrong about the 
conflict in Vietnam, it is difficult 
to 


understand why the statement gave the 
President much assurance. 


At this stage, when Khe Sanh is coming 


under ever-increasing artillery fire from 
the 30,000 North Vietnamese troops dug in 
around it, the threat of another Dien Bien 
Phu seems, very real. More and more we 
must come to doubt the strategy of General 
William Westmoreland in spreading Ameri- 
can troops so thin in Vietnam's jungles and 
outlying mountain areas. 


In actuality, it sometimes appears that 


the strategy is aimed more at establishing a 
situation where more American troops 
must be rushed to Vietnam in order to save 
those already there. If this is the case, the 
tail is wagging the dog. More seriously, it is 
a tremendous disservice to the American 
troops who are being called upon to risk 
their lives in order to develop an American 
policy. 


General Westmoreland's recent activa- 


tion of a new military command is aimed at 
blocking what he called the North Vietna- 
mese intention of seizing the northern 
provinces of Thua Thien and Quang- Tri 


which he says Hanoi now considers its 
own. What he did not say was that in 1967 
Task Force Oregon was organized of a 
combination 
of Army, Air Force and 


Marine units for the same purpose. The 
American activities and the enemy oppo- 
sition meant the creation of 120,000 
refugees. According to Jonathan Schall, 
Avho spent several weeks with Task Force 
Oregon last summer, "the American and" 
Vietnamese officials who managed 
the 


camps estimated that about forty per cent 
of the province's population (Quang Tri) 
had passed through the camps during the 
preceding two years. Over the same period, 
the Marines, the Army, the Korean Marines 
and the ARVN had destroyed approximate- 
ly -seventy per cent of the villages in the 
province — which means seventy per cent 
of the houses." The policy was to destroy 
villages if hostile fire had come from them 
and sometimes the villagers were warned 
in advance and sometimes they were not 
since warnings meant the escape of any 
Viet Cong being harbored. 


If, despite this extensive destruction 


and the effort through leaflets and loud- 
speakers to impress the population that it 
was all the fault of the Viet Cong, General 
Westmoreland anticipates "more very heavy 
fighting" what can be said of his strategy 
except for its value in convincing the 
President that another half million troops 
must be dispatched as soon as possible? 


Black Racism in Guyana 


Another nation in the Western Hem- 


isphere is heading for elections this year 
and conceivably could honestly elect a 
Communist. But the vote will be deter- 
mined, not by political views, but racial 
ones. 


Guyana, formerly British Guiana, was 


granted full independence in 1966 although 
it had been prepared for self-government 
for several years, including national elec- 
tions in 1964 according to rules set up by 
the departing British. Although the local 
leader, Cheddi Jagan, had been in control 
for seven years because his party, the 
People's Progressive Party, dominated the 
ruling legislature, he lost out in 1964 when 
there was proportional representation of 
the nation's three leading political parties 
in a single national constituency and the 
number of seats in the unicameral as- 
sembly were increased. Jagan, an avowed 
Communist, has been plotting ever since to 
get back in power. 


Guyana is rigidly split according to 


racial lines. East Indians make up 50.1 per 
cent, Negroes 31.3 per cent, mixed bloods, 
11.9 per cent, Amerindians 4-6 per cent and 
the rest Europeans and Chinese. Jagan is 
an East Indian. The present Prime Min- 
ister, Forbes Burnham, is a Negro. Both 
-agree that their election depends on how 
many East Indians and how many Negroes 
cast votes. Both know exactly how those 
votes will be cast. 


Ironically the East Indian population is 


devoutly Hindu, and capitalistic and would 
probably suffer the most from a real 
Communist government. The East Indians 
live in rural areas where they grow rice or 
make up the small shopkeeper population. 
The Negroes, many of them unemployed. 


are concentrated in the major cities. If 
political issues were paramount, the Ne- 
groes might be expected to vote for Jagan 
and the East Indians for Burnham. In 
addition to being a Marxist, Jagan is also 
criticized as being hopelessly inefficient 
and vague. Prime Minister Burnham has 
avoided racial friction in his four years in 
office, has given paramount importance to 
East Indian problems and has managed to 
hold together the coalition government of 
his party, the People's National Congress, 
and the United Force. 


Although the East Indian population is 


slightly more than half, a large part of it is 
still under voting age. In addition. Burn- 
ham is seeking to register and encourage to 
vote the some 60,000 Negro Guyanians who 
are living abroad. Jagan concedes that he 
may not be elected this time around but 
that time, and the East Indian birth rate, 
are on his side. 


However, even if elected, Jagan might 


have difficulty, in addition to his own 
inabilities, in ruling. British troops used to 
protect him but they are gone. The Defense 
Force and the police are at least 75 per 
cent Negro. There is also the possibility 
that Burnham would refuse to step down 
on the grounds that the country would 
disintegrate under Jagan. And there is 
always the question 
as to what 
the 


American role would be since our govern- 
ment considers 
communism 
dangerous 


enough, to fight it with a major war far 
away in Asia. 


White racism has been the cause of 


manv evils in the world but other racial 
preiudices are just as overwhelming in 
their ability to cloud the real issues. In 
Guyana race prejudice may eventually elect 
a Communist government.

investor, you should NOT specu- 
late in the multi-billion dollar 
commodity markets. You should 
MOT trade in futures contracts 
for such products as pork 
b e l l i e s , palladium, soybeans 
etc., UNLESS you have at least 


^$10,000 in pure risk capital 
'which you can afford to lose if 
you guess wrong on your corn- 
modify choices or on timing. 


OK,-but let's say you're still

determined to speculate with a 
small amount of your capital in 
commodities and let's say you 
are aware of the risks involved 
What are your basic grounc 
rules? 


Here are 10, from experts in 


the commodity division of Mer 
rill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & 
Smith: 


Area of Interest 


1) Before you put down a 


single dollar in commodities 
choose a category of commodi 
ties which interests you, wheat 
frozen orange juice, silver, beef 
and find out everything you can 
about the product. 


Areas you should study in 


elude price trends in recen 
years and months and curren 
forces acting on the price of the 
product (weather, crop fore- 
casts, government policies, in- 
flation, currency changes, inter- 
national p o l i t i c s ) . Possible 
sources of information are fi- 
nancial publications, trade pub- 
lications, up-to-date books on 
c o m m o d i t y speculation, re- 
search from your brokerage 
firm, and lectures (often unad- 
vertised) offered by a number 
of firms. 


Profit Goal 


2) Choose a brokerage firm 


which has had extensive exper- 
ience in commodity futures 
trading, and which can provide 
you with facts on the commodi- 
ties which interest you. 


3) Also, before you invest, 


decide exactly how much money 
you can afford to risk. And 
decide how high is your goal for 
profits. In essence, make a 
plan, in advance, designed to 
limit your losses and to achieve 
profits which will be great 
enough to cover the series of 
small losses which you, as a 
commodity speculator, must ex- 
pect to sustain over a period of 
time. As a general rule, aim for 
profits at least twice as high as 
the losses you are willing to 
take. 


4) Avoid taking big losses by 


placing a stop order, to sell i 
your losses exceed a certain 
predetermined level. Consult a 
qualified broker on where the 
stop order should realistically 
be placed, and don't shrink 
from taking small losses fre- 
quently. 


5) Don't sell out at smal 


profits. Virtually the only way 
to make long-range profits in 
this market is to hold out for a 
few very substantial price rises 
among your speculations. 


Avoid Big Risks 


6) Don't risk the bulk of your 


capital on any single trade 
even if you're convinced there is 
overwhelming evidence of a 
price rise in the commodity you 
choose. Unforeseen events of 
many kinds, from politics to 
weather, could d r a s t i c a l l y 
change the price outlook for 
your chosen commodity. 


7) Risk only an amount o: 


capital which is a fraction o 
the profits you believe you can 
anticipate. 


8) Trade only on the basis oi 


solid information. Don't plunge 
in on tips or rumors which 
might be solely aimed at trick- 
ing you into buying or selling. 


9) Don't be mesmerized by 


the small margin requirements. 
For example, & the margin on a 
soybean contract is $600 and the 
total value of your $13,500 
contract rises $100, don't take 
this tiny profit. This is akin to 
selling a stock priced at $135 to 
net $1 per share after commis- 
ions. 


10) Approach commodity trad- 


ng as an avocation rather than 
as a one-shot deal. Expect the 
irst two or three years to be

Since the thyroid 
gland needs a trace of iodine to 
function properly, the body car- 
ries iodine to the gland If the 
iodine happens to have been 
made radioactive, it also is 
carried to the thyroid 
The 


radioactivity then can be used 
as a means of reducing the 
activity of a gland if it is 
overactive 


The atomic cocktail also has 


other uses: The radioactivity, 
although relatively faint, can be 
accurately measured by suitable 
instruments,

South takes the ace of dia- 


monds, draws two rounds of 
trumps and knocks out the ace 
of spades. Even if West refuses 
the first spade, South can get to 
his hand with a third round of 
trumps to cash the third round 
of spades and then take dum- 
my's top diamonds. This leaves 
declarer with one trump and 
three clubs in each hand, and it 
doesn't matter whether he or 
dummy has the lead.

Dear Mrs. HPG: 


An enlisted man who stays 


in service long enough to 
qualify 
for retirement pay 


gets 10 per cent extra for 
winning the Medal of Honor, 
the Distinguished S e r v i c e 
Cross, the Navy Cross or 
other recognition of excep- 
tional heroism that the secre- 
tary of his service rules is 
sufficient. However, this extra 
cannot push a man's retired 
pay beyond 75 per cent of 
active duty retired pay — 
which means a man with the 
minimum 20 years service for 
retirement pay gets the extra 
but a man with the maximum 
of 30 years does not since his 
pay already is 75 per cent. 
The $100 Medal of Honor 
pension would not count in 
this because it is a Veterans 
Administration pension, not a 
military pension. Since your 
brothers apparently did not 
stay in service long enough to 
qualify for military pensions 
their income may be low 
enough to qualify them for VA 
non-service connected disabil- 
ity pensions.
